HE ALSO CRITICIZED THE WARTIME LEADERSHIP OF PRIME MINISTER 
CHURCHILL, SAYING HIS DRIVE MADE HIM TROUBLESOME AND "HE NEVER FACES 

THE NEW INSTALMENT, QUOTING FROM DIARY NOTATIONS OF NOVEMBER 
1944, SAID THERE WAS *A VERY UNSATISFACTORY STATE OF AFFAIRS IN FRANCE 
WITH’ NO ONE RUNNING THE LAND BATTLE.” 

"EISENHOWER, THOUGH SUPPOSED TO BE DOING SO, WAS ON THE GOLF LINKS 
AT RHEIMS--ENTIRELY DETACHED AND TAKING PRACTICALLY NO PART IN RUNNING 
THE WAR," ALANBROOKE WROTE. 

MATTERS GOT SO BAD, HE ADDED, THAT A DEPUTATION OF MAJ. GEN. SIR 
JOHN WHITELY, A SENIOR BRITISH OFFICER ON EISENHOWER'S STAFF, AND 
U.S. LTs GEN. WALTER BEDELL SMITH AND OTHERS DECIDED TO TACKLE 
THE SUPREME ALLIED COMMANDER. 

THEY “WENT UP TO HIM TO TELL HIM THAT HE MUST GET DOWN TO IT 
AND RUN THE WAR.® ALANBROOKE WROTE. 

THERE IS A CONTENTION THAT SHORTCOMINGS IN AMERICAN LEADERSHIP 
THREW AWAY A CHANCE TO END THE EUROPEAN WAR IN 1944. 

ALANBROOKE PUTS MUCH OF THE BLAME ON EISENHOWER, PICTURING HIM 
AS A POOR STRATEGIST. FOR INSTANCE: 

“HE STRAIGHTAWAY WANTS TO SPLIT HIS FORCES, SENDING AN 
AMERICAN CONTINGENT TOWARD NANCY WHILST THE BRITISH ARMY GROUP 
(CAPS B AG) MOVES ALONG THE COAST. 


COHESIVE FORCE,” ALANBROOKE WROTE, BUT THE SUPREME COMMANDER FOLLOWED 
THE "CIVIL WAR STRATEGY" OF HAVING EVERYBODY ATTACKING ALL THE TIME 
ALL ALONG THE FRONT INSTEAD OF CONCENTRATING ON A KNOCKOUT BLOW IN ONE 
SECTOR. AS A RESULT THE ADVANCE BOGGED DOWN FOR THE WINTER, ALAN- 
ROOKE SAYS. 

, SUMMING UP HIS IMPRESSION OF EISENHOWER, HE WROTE? 


"A PAST MASTER IN THE ART OF HANDLING ALLIES, ENTIRELY IMPARTIAL, 
AND CONSEQUENTLY TRUSTED BY ALL. A CHARMING PERSONALITY AND A GOOD 
COORDINATOR. BUT NO REAL COMMANDER.” “S 

HE SAID HE TOLD CHURCHILL THAT HE DID NOT BELIEVE EISENHOWER “ 
COULD ACT SIMULTANEOUSLY BOTH AS SUPREME COMMANDER AND AS COMMANDER 
OF LAND FORCES. THEIR ARGUMENT OVER THE AMERICAN SYSTEM OF COMMAND 
CONTINUED OVER SEVERAL DAYS IN DECEMBER 1944, 

LATER CHURCHILL TELEPHONED EISENHOWER AND SUGGESTED THAT
